Sex offender registry 


Community notifications 


required

Last week, the Town Crier 
published, at the request of the 
Tewksbury Police Department, 
two Level III Sex Offenders. 

The guidelines of this Sex 
Offender Registration Law provide 
for three levels of notification 
depending on the risk of re-offense 
by the sex offender. 

They are: 


LEVEL I = The risk of 
re-offense is low. 


LEVEL II = The risk of 
re-offense is moderate. 


LEVEL III - The risk of 
re-offense is high.

This notification was made due to 
the LEVEL III sex offenders. A 
LEVEL III community notification 
plan requires the police department 
to notify organizations in the 
community which are likely to 
encounter the sex offender. 

According to Deputy Chief 
Nally, of the Wilmington Police 
Department, about 5,500 sex 
offenders have registered 
Statewide, thus far. Everyone who 
registers is classified as to their 
tisk of re-offense. Under 200 of 
those registered have been 
classified to date. 

The panel that classifies these 
offenders meet once a week and 
classify 25 people per meeting. 

As these notifications become 
more common, parents may 


wonder how to approach their 
children to discuss the subject of 
how to deal with a sex offender 
who lives nearby. 

The Town Crier will publish an 
article by Barbara A. Balaschak, 
Ph.D, a Clinical Psychologist, who 
has worked for the Arlington 
Public Schools for over 20 years. 
Dr. Balaschak primarily works 
with children in families, 
Pre-School thru Grades 8, doing 
diagnostic testing and therapy 
work. Dr. Balaschak has also 
been associated with Children's 
Hospital, in Boston and the South 
Shore Mental Health Center. 

The article will discuss the issues 
of sex offenders in the 
neighborhood and talking with 
your children about this subject.

Route 62 bridge 


Bridge 


construction 
to begin 


By SEAN DEVLIN 


Reconstruction of the Route 62 
bridge is nearly ready to begin. 

According to Town Manager 
Michael Caira, the exact starting 
date will not be decided until after 
the final details are worked out at 
the preconstruction conference. 

In addition to the bridge 
reconstruction, the state intends to 
erect a temporary bridge, widen 
Routes 62 and 38 to combat traffic 
congestion, and add right-turn 
lanes on either side of Route 38. 

Previously, the railroad has 
relocated its overhead lines into 
underground conduit alongside the 
tracks. However, the telephone and 
electric companies have yet to 
begin rerouting their present 
utility lines. The relocation process 
is scheduled to begin this summer, 
and will span six to nine months. 

Once all utility work has been 
completed, S.P.S: New England, 
the contractor, will begin the 
above mentioned widening and 
reconstruction. The projected 
length of the job is approximately 
one year. 

In order for the Massachusetts 
Highway Department to broaden 
the existing roadways, the state 
will need to buy hundreds of 
square feet from merchants 
bordering the intersection of 
Routes 38 and 62 

Last month, 


the highway 


department declared that the land 
takings had been made official with 
the registry of deeds, and 
assessments of the takings have 
since been submitted to the land 
owners. 

Unfortunately, many of the 
proprietors feel that the appraisals 
are not appropriate compensation 
for the loss of their land and 
decline of their overall property 
value. 

When asked if he thought the 
state's offer to be just, Designs by 
Don owner Don Hill replied, "I 
will have to wait to see what 
happens." A 

Several of the area's land 
holders have consulted with their 
attorneys and may file a lawsuit 
against the commonwealth, as well 
as Wilmington. 

Caira commented, “The state 
establishes the estate values. Their 
onl: -ourse is the court system."

Attorney General Scott 
Harshbarger believes it is the 
responsibility of all to make sure 
when’ a person reaches their 
Golden Years, life should be 
easier. Unfortunately too often it is 
not,.--Many-- unscrupulous 
individuals take advantage of the 
elders, through fraudulent scams, 
physical, mental and financial 
abuse on vulnerable older, ill 
persons. 

The Attorney General states he 
will prosecute any individual who 
perpetuates these abuses on any 
senior citizen in the State of 
Massachusetts. Financial 
exploitation, physical and mental 
abuse can take place in the home, 
nursing homes, and unfortunately 
some hospitals, where elderly 
persons go to protect their health. 

The heartbreaking part of these 
abuses that take place in the home 
are the actions of a family member 
loved by the older person. 
Financial exploitation on the older 
people can be by an accountant 
engaged to invest their money for 
them, later to find they have taken 
it from them. Others employ 
repair workers, home care help or 
nursing help, to find out they have 
been swindled out of their money 
and the work not done. 

Monday can be taken away by a 
dishonest bank employee, through 
donating to a fraudulent charity, or 
told you have won a prize, but to 
collect it you will have to give a 
certain amount of money. Several 
steps should be taken before hiring 
anyone, whether it be any of the 
above or contributing to charities, 
entering a nursing home, investing 
with an attorney or accountant. 

Check all references and 
credibility of all. Always pay by 
check, beware of door to door 
salespeople. If you receive a 
telephone call that you won a 
price, remember if you won a 
prize the caller asks for money, it 
is not a free prize, hang up! Some 
charities can be the biggest scam. 
Especially when the person is 
asking for a sick child or seriously 
ill adult. We, by nature feel 
terrible and willingly give a 
donation. Always check on the 
charity. Ask the person to give you 
his/her_name_and_address_and-the 
name of the person they are 
collecting for. If you find it is 
legitimate you can send the 
donation. If not, report it to the 
police. Don't be too eager to give 
away your money to anyone you 
have not checked on and don't be a 
victim of any of the above abuses. 
If you feel you are being 
physically, mentally or financially 
abused, call the Center at 
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657-7595. We will get the help you 
need.

confirmed that Fred was sick, as 
his spleen began growing 
uncontrollably from the disease. 

Patients diagnosed  with- 
Milofibrosis are generally 
expected to live no more than 10 
years. It is a disease that affects 
the white blood cell count, and 
begins to interfere with the entire 
immune system. 

Fred eventually needed to have 
his spleen removed, as the 
growing appendage began 
pushing into the spine and liver. 
Ordinarily a relatively simple 
procedure, Fred had the 
misfortune of having 
complications in the operating 
room: “°His body began to’ fail 
while under anesthesia, ‘and as a 
result Fred was put into’a conia 
for three months.

“Since the original contract was based 
on an incentive basis, it means that 
we'll have to go back and renegotiate 
a contract with Environmental Fu- 
tures concerning that,” Cressman 
said. 

Another point of interest that sur- 
faced during the audit was that one of 
the communities that was part of 
NESWC priortohiring Environmen- 
tal Futures, sent a copy of a request 
for proposals to the Inspector Gen- 
eral for review. It included the bonus 
clause and the Inspector General 
signed off that type of contract and 
proposition. 

“In terms of the audit,” Cressman 
said, “there's always been an annual 
audit.” The request now is to make 
the audit more detailed and thorough. 
“The committee voted today that we’d 
now make another request for pro- 
posals to go out and hire a new audit- 
ing firm, and we would discontinue 
the use of the current auditor so that 
they would be a new independent 
auditor selected for NESWC,” 
Cressman said. 

“A list of state senators and offi- 
cials recently sent a letter out to At- 
torey General Harshbarger and to 
the Inspectér General,” Cressman 
said. “They requested that both the 
Attorney General and Inspector Gen- 
eral review the contract with MRI to 
see if there was anything in there that 
they could address and we could uti- 
lize. The senate has before it an 
amendment to the budget recommen- 
dation by the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee which is a $4.5 million 
grant to NESWC communities con- 
cerned with the future clean air re- 
quirements. It was signed on by Sena- 
tor O'Brien and others. They're de- 
bating it this week. We hope it will

have a favorable action, but if not, — 


there had been a commitment by the 
House Ways and Means to take up

Selectman Gill indicated that the 
plant should not present health prob- 
lems and should be affordable. “I am 
pleased that the Board has seen fit to 
change the auditing firm and to have 
Attorney General Harshbarger look 
into the operation and viability of the 
plant itself,” said Gill. 


Scout camping 
summer schedule 


Spar and Spindle Girl Scout 
Council has announced its summer 
camping program schedule.

Day camp is a daily adventure in 
the out-of-doors, geared not only 
to first time campers but to 
experienced campers who want to 
improve and expand their camping 
skills. Day camp is offered in 
weekly sessions which run Monday 
through Friday and girls can 
choose to attend more than one 
session Free bus transportation is 
available to and from day camp 
from specific towns. New this year 
is an option for extended care 
before or after the day camp 
session, from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m., 
which can be arranged on a per 
day or per week basis for a small 
additional charge. 

The day camp program is offered 
at Camp Pennacook in Rowley, 
Camp Machagamee in Pelham, 
N.H., Camp Maude Eaton in 
Andover, and Camp Paradise in 
Beverly.

year to improve the camping 
experience at that location.

Centerpoint - a unique program

“We have a variety of things that 
, go on during the day,” said Candy 
‘Ingalls, Program Director of 
+ Centerpoint, located at the Tewks- 
bury Hospital. The Centerpoint In- 
tensive Residential Treatment Pro- 
gram isa fifteen bed, long-term treat- 
‘ment and rehabilitation program for 
‘emotionally disturbed adolescent 
males aged 13 through 18. It pro- 
vides a secure, clinically intensive 
residential program that enhances 
growth and coping skills while safely 
Managing acting out behaviors, as 
well as the acute symptoms of major 
psychiatric disorders. 
Staffing at Centerpoint consists of 
30 full-time professional and para- 
professional personnel, 4 clinical staff 
nurses, and relief nurses. There are 
always at least a 3:1 ratio of coun- 
selor to kids and there is always at 
least 6 staff members in the building, 
even on the weekend. “The school's 
program is from 9am to 2pm and is 
Tun by the Education Service for In- 
stitutional Settings whocontracts with 
the Department of Education, They 
come in and do a school program 


typical to a high school curriculum 
but with special education teachers,” 
says Ingalls. These special teachers 
have experience teaching the learn- 
ing disabled and kids who have missed 
so much school that they are behind 
others of their own age, 

“There may be 3 or 4 kids in a 
classroom but they may all be doing 
something at different levels,” Ingalls 
said, After the kids complete their 
classes, Centerpoint sends to the 
student’ s oldschool district the classes 
that the student took and how he did, 
and the district will determine which 
classes will be awarded credit. “It 
depends on whether the school dis- 
tricts will give credit for the courses,” 
Ingalls said. “Some won't. Each stu- 
dent is capable of getting ahigh school 
diploma from their school district in 
this school program.” 

Individualized Treatment Plans 
are developed for each resident upon 
admission by a multi-disciplinary 
team that includes clinical, medical, 
educational, administrative and mi- 
lieu staff who offer expertise in the 
assessment and implementation of 
services required by this population. 
“In the summer we run our own pro-

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gram. We call it a school program 
but it is really a summer program. 
Generally, we have special educa- 
tion teachers come back to teach the 
kids more fun things like woodwork- 
ing, painting, and horticultural 
projects.” The students become in- 
volved in something fun and con- 
structive in the summer and may get 
credit for it. “Last year we had a 
horticulturist come upand teach plant- 
ing. The kids didn’t get credit for it 
but they had fun,” Ingalls said. “The 
kids did the picnic tables and the 
landscaping around this building.” 
Field trips are taken more in the sum- 
mer and include whale watches. 

Centerpoint is accredited by the 
Joint Commission of Accreditation 
of Healthcare organizations, licensed 
by the Massachusetts Office for Chil- 
dren, and is also contract out with the 
Department of Public Health. The 
program has been successfully oper- 
ated by Justice Resource Institute 
since 1980. It’s ultimate goal is to 
enable each resident to attain optimal 
psychological and social growth; to 
transition to a less restrictive setting 
and, eventually, into the greater com- 
munity. “We operate on a level sys- 
tem and point system,” Ingalls said. 
“Daily, the kids get reinforced for 
doing well. They get 3 points to one 
point depending onhow they’ ve done. 
At the end of the day, depending on 
how many points they get, they can 
do specific things or not. We are also 
on a level system so that they can 
work their way up. The higher they 
get up, the greater the possibility of 
more independence.” 

“(The students] always come in 
on the orientation level, which means 
they are’ assigned a buddy who is 
someone who is another resident for 
sometime. The supervision is less- 
ened a bit as you move up the levels. 
In general, orientation to level A

means the studentand one staff mem- 
ber can leave the builfing; level B is 
the student and one staff member ina 
community shopping environment; 
level C means the student and 2 other 
kids and a staff member can go into 
the community. Level D is the high- 
est level you can attain here; it in- 
cludes unsupervised time, which 
means a kid can maybe walk around 
the grounds without a staff member. 
We always know where they are but 
they are not with a staff member,” 
said Ingalls. This can mean that the 
student can get a job within the com- 
munity or on the Hospital grounds. A 
few of the programs at the Hospital 
hire the students to do work. It takes 
time for a student to move up all of 
the levels, usually five or more 
months. The students must show the 
staff of Centerpoint that they can 
manage themselves at each stage, 
that they can follow staff directions 
and other criteria before they are dis- 
charged. 

In general, the students referred to 
Centerpoint have highly intensive 
psychological and clinical needs that 
include: affective disorders, post trau- 
matic stress disorders, dissociative 
disorders, conduct disorders, and 
schizophrenia/schizoaffective disor- 
ders. “We do have an agreement with 
the town of Tewksbury that we won't 
have our kids who have a history of 
violence or sexualized behavior that 
is dangerous go unsupervised in the 
community,” said Ingalls. “That is 
the agreement we have with Chief 
Mackey and we stick to it.” 

All the students can attain level D 
but their freedoms are modified be- 
cause of the agreement with Tewks- 
bury, “It may mean that we go to the 
Burlington Mall and allow them to 
go into the stores themselves while 
the staff is waiting outside. They 
may be unsupervised in the store but 
there is a staff member outside the 
store,” Ingalls said. If the students 
who attain level D and don’t have a 
serious criminal past, and can attain a 
job in the community, Centerpoint 
will talk to Chief Mackey and let him 
know where the student is employed. 
“Sometimes we'd even bring the kid 


av 


(located next to Pro Lanes, 


down and have him meet Chief 
Mackey, and he’s [the Chief] always 
been receptive to that,” said Ingalls. 

None of the students at Centerpoint 
carry a serious criminal past. “That 
was the type of client they had (20 
years ago] but now these are emo- 
tionally disturbed teens who may be 
have broken into a house or a school. 
They’re younger now and we don’t 
have that type of kid anymore,” Ingalls 
said. The clients at Centerpoint are 
Department of Mental Health clients 
and have to be committed to the De- 
partment of Mental Health. They 
may be dysfunctional kids that have 
been transferred to the Department of 
Mental Health system. “We tried to 
get the community tocome in and see 
that this is not the horrible place they 
thought it was. We've had an open 
house where we've invited people 
from the community to come and 
nobody showed up.” 

With few exceptions, most of the 
students at Centerpoint also have a 
history of previous unsuccessful treat- 
ment in less restrictive settings. 
Centerpoint offers each student the 
opportunity to gain control over those 
behaviors that have had a negative 
impact on relationships and their life, 
and develop more effective means of 
coping and problem solving. 

We know where the kids come 
from: there is a referral from the 
Department of Mental Health. We 
get notified by the Department of 
Mental Health that a kid has been 
identified for placement here. Then 


we are in touch with the case workers \ 
from the Department of Mental Health; 
and then the people from the treat-| 
ment facility where the kids are from. | 
We require the history and a pack 
of information that precedes the kit 
so that we can get a feel for the kid; 
before he comes here. Ingalls said,’ 
“Another thing we try to dois to visit 
the kids wherever he is and we bring} 
a picture book to ease the kids anxi-! 
ety. It puts faces to the names. The 
Department of Mental Health has a 
screening procedure where kids are 
referred and screened, and they are 
deemed whether or not they need this 
type of structure. If they do, we'll get 
a call and the process will start. 

We've been here 4 years; since 
March of '93. “We were on the 
grounds of Danvers State Hospital on 
the top floor. 

We have a fence around the facil- 
ity because there are kids who would 
take advantage of the open space and 
runaway. The average age is 16 -17. 

We don't keep track of the kids 
beyond six months after the kids leave, 
as it is tough to keep track of them. 

If we have a kid here that is 17 and 
he turns 18, we don’t just throw him 
out, because there is no place for him 
togo. They have some community 
group homes they can go to, but we i 
don’t just throw them out.

Zoning classifications are the mostimportant tool that a local government has to control the 
way land is used in a community. Areas designated as residential may have further controls 
on housing density for single family homes, town houses or multiple-family houses. There are 
usually areas set aside for industrial, commercial and recreational purposes. Zoning boards 
spend their time listening to requests for exceptions to these rules or hearing arguments from 
parties who want to change or bend the existing zoning regulations. These zoning decisions 


have a major impact on the surrounding neighborhoods. Citizens’ groups ofte1 


involved 


in testifying at hearings on proposal that could affect their property values or their quality of 
life. These groups help create interest about issues in local press and work to educate their 
neighbors about matters affecting them. Developers who go before a zoning board secking 
major changes are wise to involve the local neighborhood group in formulating proposals that 


will affect those home owners.

This measure would implement a 
state earned income credit (EIC) 
modeled after the existing federal 
statute. Presently, seven states 
offer their own EICs using federal 
rules and based on a percentage of 
the federal EIC. O'Brien argues 
there are compelling reasons to 
extend this program to Mass. 

He cites for example that full 
time, year round work at 
minimum wage for a family of 
three pays only 70 percent of the

'l wanted someone to come 
in to get the job done’

If you ask Mike Alonardo about 
this past weekend, he wants to 
forget about it - he is devastated, 
disappointed and upset. 

See Alonardo is a junior hurler 
for the UMass-Lowell baseball 
team and they came six outs away 
and then nine outs away from 
going to the College World Series. 

The Riverhawks were 23-11 
before the NCAA Division II 
three-team tournament started this 
past Thursday at Schenectady, 
New York as the team went on a 
12-2 streak at the end of the 
season to barely get into the 
tourney. They won the first game 
10-4 over St. Rose College and 
that set up a best two-out-of-three 
series with number one seeded 
Adelphi College of New York 
who were rated as the number one 
hitting team in the Northeast 
Region. 

After Ryan Kearney pitched a 
great game for UML in the 10-4 
first game win, Alonardo got the 
call in the second game, Alonardd 
had experience before in the 
NCAA Tournament as he was the 
losing pitcher in game three two 
seasons ago against New Haven -- 
that to this day still hurts him. 

Anyway, Alonardo was cruising 
in the second game. The team was 
up 2-0 going to the seventh inn- 
ing. Alonardo was mixing up his 
mid eighties fastball along with his 
slider, curve and change which 
was throwing off the Adelphi 
hitters. At the start of the seventh 
inning, Alonardo walked the first 
two batters he faced and when his 
coach came out to the mound to 


calm him down, Alonardo had a- 


message that apparently wasn’t 
taken too seriously. 

“I told him I was tired, and he 
really didn’t say anything,” the 
Criminal Justice major said. 
“This was the biggest game of 
everyone's life and I wanted 
someone. to come in to get the job 
done.” 


After he walked those first two 
batters, Alonardo then reached a 
point of bad breaks. The next 
four batters for Adelphi all 
reached on errors and then he was 
taken out of the game in favor for 
Seth Tebbetts. Tebbetts faced five 


batters, couldn’t get anyone one, 
and then Tewksbury native Chris 
Cullinan came out to close the 
door but by then it was too late, 

“This is completely devastating. 
Before that game I wasn’t pitching 
too good so I thought every pitch 
I threw would be real important 
and that’s how I took it,” 
Alonardo std. “I’m not happy at 
all that we just reached the 
NCAA's, if I had my choice of 
either going to it and losing like 
we did, I would have chosen not 
to go. It was disgusting. 

“We had a 2-0 lead with nine 
outs to go and we couldn't do it 
and then we had a 6-3 lead in the 
third game with six outs to go and 
we couldn’t do it again. It’s a 
heartbreaker. We couldn't play 
basic fundamentals - I would say 
that had maybe ten bunt hits off us 
in the three games, that is terrible, 
we didn’t want it because if we did 
we would have hustled in on those 
bunts,” Alonardo continued.

Alonardo still has one-year left 
to go and he said this year he was 
very disappointed with the way he 
pitched. Last year he was 5-1 and 
this year he ended the season 
going 4-6 with an E.R.A of 5.98 
which he feels is not that good. 
Even though he hardly pitched in 
high school and he came on to the 
Riverhawks as a walk-on, Alo- 
nardo feels he can do much better. 

“Not pitching in high school 
probably helped me. My arm 
wasn't tired - because of the cir- 
cumstances, I shouldn’t have been 
pitching anyway. I love playing 
second base, and I figured when I 
came to U-Lowell to go out for 
pitching because every team needs 
good pitching and I knew I had a 
good arm,” Alonardo said. 

Despite being hurt and every- 
thing else that goes with it, Mike 
Alonardo has a lot to be proud of. 
This kid can throw the ball, this 
kid is a smarts head up player, this 
kid loves to play ball, he is good 
at it and he is a great kid to go on 
top of everything else. Even 
though he didn’t get a chance to 
fulfill his dream, he still has 
another chance next year ... and 
perhaps maybe a major league 
scout with notice him throwing 
the ball the way he does.

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The Art of Shotgun 


The purpose of many shotgun 
sports is to practice wing shooting. 
By sending clay pigeons at 
different angles and speeds, the 
shotgun hunter learns to react in a 
safe, quick manner, Trap shooting 
is one of the best methods of 
practicing shotgun technique. 

Trap shooting is another shotgun 
sport that grew out of the need to 
practice during the off season. A 
trap field consists of a trap situated 
in a trap house and five shooting 
Stations spaced three yards apart. 

Each shooter takes five shots 
from each station. After making 
five shots, the shooters move to the 
next station. This makes a total of 
25 shots for a complete round. 

Targets are thrown from the trap 
house at an unknown angle. The 
shooter adjusts the shotgun swing 
to meet the outgoing bird. The 
range of possibilities include 
extreme right, extreme left, 
straight out, or anything in 
between. The shooter never knows 
where the clay pigeon will be 
thrown. 

All five shooting positions are 16 
yards from the trap house. Targets 
are thrown between 8 and 12 feet 
high and climb quickly. The 
shooter attempts to break the disc 
between the 48 and 52 yard mark. 
If the shooter does not swing 
quickly and true, the disc flies off 
to the unknown. 

The great thing about shotgun 
sports is once you get the 
fundamentals down, you can apply 
the technique to all your shotgun 
shooting. The major difference 
between shotgun shooting and rifle 
shooting is you point a shotgun and 
aim a rifle. 

The shotgun throws a wad of 
pellets, a rifle fires a single 
projectile. It is the spray of pellets 
that makes the shotgun such an 
effective hunting tool for birds, To 
fully understand the way the 
shotgun shoots, you must take it to 
the range and shoot a pattern. The 
pattern is the amount of shot that 
fits into a target at a known 
distance. 

A good method is to start firing 
at 30 yards and move out to 60 
yards. Count the number of pellets 
that covered a three foot diameter 
circle. Change your target every 
10 yards. Patterning tells you the 
way your gun shoots and where to 
find the barrel for the maximum, 
effective coverage of shot. 

For trap shooting, a tightly 
cocked gun is necessary. Good foot 
placement and proper position to 
the trap house is also key to 
shooting a good round. The 
shotgun should be placed 
comfortably in the shoulder. Your 
cheek should press firmly against 
the stock and follow the natural 
line of the barrel. Your hands 
should hold the shotgun firmly, but 
not a death grip. 

Trap, as in skeet, requires the 
shooter to lead the target. Since the 
target is in constant motion if you 
fire at the target and not slightly 
ahead of the target, your shot will 
be behind the target. The technique 
of leading’ is simply eyeing the 
target, swinging ahead, and firing 
in its most likely path. 

Trap has two other common 
variations to the standard game. 
The second most popular is 
handicap shooting. Each shooter is 
given a shooting position at a 
certain distance from the trap. 
These distances are from 18 to 27 
yards. The distance is determined 
by the shooters ability. The idea is 
to enable different skills levels the 
chance to shoot in open 
competition. 

The third type is called doubles. 
Unlike 16 yard trap, the path of 
these targets is fixed. The two 
targets follow a path of extreme 
right and extreme left, while being 
simultaneously thrown. The 
shooter must fire quickly at the 
first target to catch the second 
target before it flies out of range. 

Trap can be shot at these local 
clubs: The Andover Sportsman 
Club (next to Harold Parker State 


Park) or the Reading Gun Club in 
Reading. Non-members are invited 
to shoot Wednesday nights and 
Sunday mornings. 

Trap is just another shotgun sport 
to keep in practice, have some fun, 
and continue safe firéarm 
handling. Take the time and view 
one round of trap and you will 
have a full understanding of the 
game. Practicing at the trap field

tters Farms’ in 
Wilmington is a well- 
kept slice of history that 
is set among acres of new hous- 
ing.

es on what is now known as 
Butters Way. Along the way 
Butters fought in the King 
Phillip War. 

Since Butters built the farm it 
has held a long history that is 
cherished not only in the annals 
of Wilmington’s past, but also in 
the agricultural world. 

It has been determined that 
the Butters’ property was the 
home of what is now known as 
the Baldwin Apple. 

Butters, according to the 
research, found the apple grow- 
ing on the trees on his property. 
It was originally called the 


Woodpecker or Pecker Apple 
because it was a favorite food of 
those birds. 

It eventually became known 
locally as the Butters Apple. 
However, a local surveyor 
brought the apple to the atten- 
tion of Col. Loammi Baldwin, 
the first Sheriff of Middlesex 
County. It was Col. Baldwin who 
eventually developed the apple 
into the commercial success 
that gave rise to New England’s 
reputation as an apple growing 
region.

May is Speech and Hearing month 


May has been declared Better 
Speech and Hearing Month by 
President Clinton. Hearing loss 
is one of the major health con- 
cerns in the United States. Even 
through hearing loss affects one 
in every seven people, few peo- 
ple realize they have a hearing 
loss. There are over 26 million 
people in the United States who 
have a hearing loss. However, 
only 3 million peoplé wear hear- 
ing aids out of the 26 million 
who could potentially be helped 
by hearing aids. 

Hearing loss is caused by 
aging, exposure to loud noises 
such as machinery, gunfire, or 
loud music. Illness and medica- 
tions can also cause hearing 
loss. 


Hearing loss begins about 
age twenty-one and continues as 
each person ages. For younger 
persons, exposure to loud rock 
and roll music over the years 
can have an accumulative 
effect. The prolonged exposure 
to loud music can cause high 
frequency hearing loss. When a 
person has a high frequency 
hearing loss, speech can be 
heard but not always under- 
stood. Many people with high 
frequency hearing loss complain 
of hearing speech but not under- 


standing what others say, espe- , 


cially in a noisy restaurant. 


Hearing loss becomes evident 
by the time most people reach 
their fifties. It is a good idea to 
have a complete hearing evalua- 


tion as part of a complete physi- 
cal examination. Age fifty is a 
good time to begin yearly or 
biannual examinations. Even if 
no hearing loss is present, it is 
good to have a good complete 
baseline in the medical files. 


To increase awareness of 
hearing loss during May, Mrs. 
Wigall, M.S. CCC-A from 
Atlantic Audiology, Inc. in 
Greenwood Plaza, Wakefield is 
offering a complete hearing 
evaluation at no charge. A 
report will sent to the person’s 
family physician so that the 
baseline audiogram can be part 
of tle person’s medical file. 
Hearing loss due to aging is 
usually sensori-neural in nature. 

Most sensor-neural hearing 


losses can be helped with hear- 
ing aids. Newer hearing aids 
now have digital p . The 
digital hearing aids give excel- 
lent clarity for speech, self mon- 
itor the incoming signal, and 


adjust the signal. The digital 
hearing aids are programmed 
by a computer in the audiolo- 
gist's office. The programming 
can be changed if the hearing 
loss changes.

The ‘envy’ of 
every community 

“You may never need to use 
or even get a chance to see it, 
but the townspeople of 
Stoneham should be proud of the 
work of the Town Counsel’s 
office in the preparation of the 
new Town Code book,” notes the 
“Stoneham Independent.” 

“It’s the envy of every com- 
munity in Massachusetts for its 
aesthetics, manageability and 
low cost to produce. But unless 
you are a town official, local 
attorney or an aggrieved resi- 
dent concerned about zoning 
laws, you may never come 
across the Town Code. 

“But if the day ever comes 
that you need to decipher a zon- 
ing law, the latest version of the 
Town Code will make your job 
easier.” 


An ‘easy-to-read’ 
434 pages 


“The town of Stoneham has 
had a comprehensive document 
listing the town’s bylaws since 
1947,” notes the “Stoneham 
Independent” (please see 
above). You would think that 
would be commonplace in all 
Massachusetts communities, but 
unbelievably it’s not. Most cities 
and towns have their different 
laws grouped together in sepa- 
rate books located in different 
municipal offices. 


“But through the initial work 
of past Town Counsel Thomas 
Leahy in the 1970’s and his later 
updates in 1982 and the recent 
efforts of current Town Counsel 
William Solomon and his secre- 
tary Cathy Broderick, all of the 
town’s bylaws, rules and regula- 
tions and legislative acts can be 
found in one easy-to-read 434 
page book. 

“Solomon and Broderick have 
been working on the latest ver- 


sion, off and on, since 1993. 
Their pace has picked up over 
the past 1 1-2 years as they 
began to see all of their hard 
work beginning to come to 
fruition. The final result has 
been endorsed by Leahy, who 
was supportive of Solomon’s 
efforts to make the changes. 

“But while Stoneham resi- 
dents should be proud of the 
quality of the final product, they 
should also take. note of the sav- 
ings incurred by updating the 
document in-house. Solomon 
said the few communities that 
have a comprehensive Town 
Code have paid between $20,000- 
$30,000 to have an outside firm 
compile the bylaws and in the 
end, the product still does not 
measure up to Stoneham’s book. 

“‘We wanted a book that 
looked good and was thorough, 
but the books we saw that were 
done by outside firms did not 
come close to what we hoped to 
produce,’ said Solomon, who 
praised the inside design work 
of Broderick and the countless 
hours of reformatting disks to 
put them into Windows 
WordPerfect. ‘And plus the out- 
side companies could not do any 
of the rewriting needed’ 

“Broderick noted that future 
revisions and bylaw additions 
can be done immediately in 
house, thus keeping the Town 
Code always up-to-date.” 


‘A great book at 
great savings’ 


“It’s a document that can 
grow and evolve? said Solomon 
(please see above), while show- 
ing how easily pages can be 
added without disrupting the 
page count.

pine boards, boards which had 
been cut by an ‘Up and Down 
Saw’- one man standing in a pit, 
and another directly above him. 
The sawdust of course, fell on 
the face of the man in the pit.”, 

The work was done by the 
present owner of the Butters 
Farm, Velma Emery, who has 
left the beams and the carpen- 
try work uncovered. 

Under Emery’s ownership the 
farm is still making history. It is 
the home of several foals that 
have been sired by the champi- 
on Thoroughbred Horse “Rise 
Jim.” One or more of those foals 
may go on to create history in 
the racing world. 

Unfortunately Rise Jim died 
earlier this year. However, 
because horses have a one year 
gestation period, two more foals 
are due this year and another 
foal is due to carry on his line 
next year. 

Rise Jim was owned by W. H. 
Grinold of Connecticut and had 
been put out to pasture on the 
Peter Fuller Farm in Hampton 
Falls, NH. Emery leased the 27 
time winner with earnings of 
$528,789 in 1995 when the horse 
was still a vital 19 years-old. 

He was bred to 30 mares and 
the latest of the foals was born 
just two weeks ago. Petey as he 
is known at the farm will not be 
put up for sale at the request of 
the owner.

The death of Rise Jim has 
not put any crimp in the stud 
horse business at Butters Farm. 
Emery has already obtained the 
services of “Soldier Boy” a 21 
year-old champion that earned 
$315,520 during a racing career 
that included the MassCap at 
Suffolk Downs. The MassCap is 
best known for being one of the 
races won by Cigar during his 
successful run at tying the num- 
ber of races, 16, won by Citation. 

Butters said, “21 is relatively 
old for horses to be breeding. 
However, Soldier Boy passed his 
fertility tests with flying colors.” 

Emery and her late husband, 
Paul, bought the property in 
1964. They have fixed it up over 
the years. 

The family raised 
Appaloosa’s on the property 
while the children were growing 
up and even in those days the 
horses were of championship 
quality. They included some 
national champions. 

In 1984 Velma acquired her 
thoroughbred trainers license. 
She got into the business in 1989 
after the death of her husband. 

She is helped by her daugh- 
ter, who lives in a separate 
house on the five acres of prop- 
erty. 

Although the farm is over 300 
years-old, many modern conve- 
niences of the trade have been 
added. These include a comput- 
er and a closed circuit video to 
help in the birthing process.

Emery explained that horses 
like to birth in the middle of the 
night, when no one is around. To 
give the mare the sense of secu- 
rity and loneness, the process is 
monitored on the close circuit 
television system. 

This is also a lot easier on 
Emery, as it saves her several 
hourly trips to the barn espe- 
cially on cold nights in the early 
part of the birthing season 
which starts in January and 
goes to June. Most of the births 
don’t start until February. 

Once the horse has made up 
her mind to have the baby, 
Emery notes, the birthing pro- 
cess is usually very speedy. 
Within two hours the mare will 
go from being in labor to having 
a foal that is standing and nurs- 
ing. 

Although many of the horses 
born on the farm are sold within 
hours of the birth, Emery has 
kept a few over the years. 

Several of the horses on the 
farm are brought there from out 
of state so that the foal will be 
MassBred registered with the 
Jockey Club and the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Agriculture. 

Emery explained that the 
designation, which is given to a 
horse born in the state, allows 
the owner and the breeders to 
collect financial awards on 
Taces at Suffolk Downs in which 
the horse wins, places or shows. 

The awards, on top of the 
purse, are 30 percent for the 
owner, 25 percent for the breed- 
er and 15 percent for the stal- 
lion. 

Incidentally, the farm atmo- 
sphere is not just conducive to 
the birthing of championship 
horses, but also for champion 

Jack Russell Terriers. 

Emery’s pet, Ticket, was 
mated with another certified 
Jack Russell from Wilmington 
and just two weeks ago gave 
birth to a large litter of nine 
babies, four females and five 
males. They will be ready for 
new owners in about six weeks.

running on a sound footing, 
Emery and a friend, “Curt” 
Curtwright, have invested in a 
farm in Salisbury, NH that will 
be opening soon as the Horse 
Haven Bed and Breakfast. 

Emery said that the property 
was pretty run down when she 
acquired it, but it has been fixed 
up and is due to open for busi- 
ness soon. She will be bringing 
several of her mares to the farm 
but the unique idea behind the 
vacation spot is that guests can 
bring their own horse, and or 
dog along. 

Several trails will be ready 
close by for horseback riding 
and/or hiking.

Keep out of the garden! 

This warning might be 
meant for horseradish, mint, 
garlic chives and other in- 
corrigible plants that can take 
over a garden. Unless these 
pote are watched very care- 

ly, the best place for them is 
a patch defended by a lawn 
mower, or a semi-wild back 
corner of your yard. 
Horseradish is one of the 
worst offenders. Once (hus 
plant takes hold, it is almost 
impossible to remove from the 
. garden. The most thorough dig- 
ging will not remove every bit 
of root, and even the smallest 
bits of root will only resprout. 

Try starving the roots out by 
repeatedly cutting off the 
leaves. New leaves just keep 
pushing out, but three years of 
diligence might be needed be- 
fore you can get rid of this 
plant. 

Be careful even about throw- 
ing old horseradish pieces into 


the compost pile. Perhaps the 
traditional method for diseard- 
ing quack grass should be ap- 
plied to horseradish — pull it 
up, burn it, then spread the 
ashes where you are sure you'll 
never want it to grow. 

Garlic chives is another 
plant that can be frightening. 
One plant allowed to self-seed 
will be surrounded by hundreds 
the following year. This would 
not be so bad, except that the 
seedlings cling tightly to the 
soil and the straplike leaves 
are slippery and snap when 
you pull them — leaving the 
roots intact to resprout. 

You could snip off the flow- 
erheads so seeds do not form, 


but most gardeners want to see 
the pretty flowers at least as 
much as they want to taste the 
garlicky flavor of the leaves. 

Mint is almost as bad as 
horseradish. Whenever you see 
a sprig of mint poke up through 
the ground, rest assured that

The gardener's guide to controlling unruly plants 


there is a foot-long un- 
derground stem pushing out 
from which will sprout new 
sprigs. The only way to rid an 
area of mint once it has estab- 
lished is by tracing the courses 
of these underground stems 
an combing them out of the 
soil. 

Horseradish, garlic cloves 
and mint are not the only unru- 
ly garden plants, of course. 

Be especially wary of any 
plant that spreads where you 
can’t see — underground. Or 
any plant whose stems arch to 
the ground and root. Tansy and 
yarrow spread both of these 
ways. The way to keep these 
plants from spreading too far 
is to hack back their tops and 
chop back their roots every 
year. 

Beware also of plants which, 
like garlic chives and horse- 
radish, either self-seed too 
readily or repeatedly sprout

‘These seedlings, unlike those 
of garlic chives, are easy to 
uproot — so with a Kittle 
diligence they never get out of 
hand. Jerusalem artichoke 
plants repeatedly fect from 
even the smallest tubers left in 
the soil. But the plants just 
keep sprouting — not really 
spreading — so it rarely be- 
comes as weedy as_horse- 
radish, 


With any of these unruly 
plants, choose the site careful 
and keep an eye on them. All 
have assets to offset their badd 
behavior: the yellow, buttonlike 
flowers and pungent aroma df 
tansy; the garlicky flavor and 
starry white of “garlic chives; 


the pungent,  sinus-clearing 
flayor of horseradish. 

Such plants dramatically 
demonstrate that a weed is 
merely a plant in the wrong 
place.
